Catholic  school  leased 
for  law  college  quarters 


The  St.  Francis  Catholic  School, 
recently  leased  for  three  years  by  BYU, 
will  become  the  temporary  home  of  the 
J.  Rueben  Clark  College  of  Law  until 
permanent  facilities  for  the  law  school  are 
completed,  university  officials  disclosed 
yesterday. 

The  collecting  of  books  for  the  law 
library  has  already  begun,  and  this 
nucleus  of  the  library  will  be  moved  into 
the  building  as  soon  as  it  is  ready  for 
occupancy.  Offices  of  the  law  faculty  and 
classes  of  the  new  college,  which  is 
expected  to  open  in  the  fall  of  1973,  will 
also  be  located  in  the  old  school  until  the 
permanent  law  building  is  constructed. 

ACCORDING  to  Ed  Haines,  director  of 
pace  utilization  for  BYU,  the  school  is  in 
““pretty  good  shape”,  but  some  minor 
renovations,  such  as  painting  and  fixing 
the  lighting  must  be  done.  The  building 
located  at  9th  East  and  3rd  North  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  around  March  1 . 


Noting  that  this  caused  great- financial 
difficulties  for  the  parish,  he  said  they 
decided  to  put  the  building  up  for  lease. 

THE  SCHOOL  was  leased  to  BYU 
rather  than  the  State  of  Utah,  also  a 
bidder,  because  leases  to  the  state  must 
be  paid  by  an  allocation  from  the  stale 
legislature  and  the  parish  board  felt  a 
lease  with  BYU  would  be  more  secure. 
The  lease  is  renewable. 

The  school  includes  two  classroom 
wings,  an  office  wing,  and  a 
kitchen-gymnasium  wing.

A sweeping  reorganization  of  university 
committees,  councils,  and  boards  has 
been  finalized  after  three  months  of 
review,  giving  lighter  focus  to  committee 
duties,  spreading  the  workload  around 
“more  equitably”  but  still  trimming  the 
number  from  86  to  70. 

“The  purpose  of  this  total  review  and 
revision  was  not  simply  to  change  people 
around;  the  leadership  and  membership 
of  many  committees  remain  essentially 
unchanged,”  announced  President  Dallin 
H.  Oaks.  “Our  principal  purpose  was  to 
clarify  responsibilities,  functions,  and 
lines  of  authority  in  order  to  have  a more 
effective  organization.” 

According  to  Pres.  Oaks,  all  of  the 
affected  university  personnel  have  been 
notified  of  their  appointments  and  the 
new  committees,  councils,  and 
boards— responsible  for  everything  from 
admissions,  academic  standards,  and 
alumni  to  scheduling,  teacher 
development  and  traffic-will  begin 
operation  immediately. 

A THOROUGH  review  of  university 
committees  began  Sept.  1 , 1971 , a month 
after  Oaks  took  office,  when  three 
“committees  on  committees”  were 
established  to  study  groups  involved  with 
(1)  faculty  matters,  (2)  nonfaculty 
functions,  and  (3)  those  overlapping  both 
areas. 

Pres-ident  Oaks,  Executive 
Vice-president  Ben  Lewis,  Academic 
Vice-president  Robert  K.  Thomas  and 
Administrative  Assistant  Dean  A. 
Peterson  sifted  through  the  committees’ 
recommendations. 

THE  resulting'  book  lists  each 
committee,  council  and  board,  outlines 
its  functions  and  responsibilities,  clarifies 
its  line  of  authority  (whether  executive  or 
advisory)  and  designates  persons  to  whom 
it  is  to  report.

The  building  will  also  house  a nursery 
school  for  pre-school  children,  operated 
by  the  BYU  Department  of  Child 
Development  and  Family  Relationships. 
It  is  located  ten  blocks  from  the  center  of 
the  campus. 

“WE  ARE  very  pleased  and  happy  that 
the  old  school  can  be  put  to  such  good 
use,”  commented  Brother  Anthony  of  St. 
Francis  Catholic  Church  when  asked  what 
he  felt  about  the  law  school  being  housed 
there. 

RON  FAKLER,  president  of  the  St. 
Francis  Parish  Board,  said  the  parish  gave 
up  the  school  because  they  are  finding  it 
very  difficult  to  get  nuns  to  teach  in  it  as 
a result  of  an  overall  shortage  of  nuns. 


The  ASBYU  Executive  Council 
yesterday  approved  senior  Roger  Bullock 
to  serve  as  the  Chief  Justice  of  the 
ASBYU  Supreme  Court. 

Bullock  has  served  on  the  court  for  the 
past  two  years  and  was  elevated  to  the 
position  after  the  resignation  of  C.  Keith 
Allred  earlier  this  month. 

The  new  Chief  Justice’s  first  case  will 
come  up  Saturday  morning  at  9:30  a.m. 
in  388  ELWC  when  ASBYU  Social 
Vice-President  Walt  Marlowe  is  required 
to  appear  for  a hearing  on  recent  alleged 
unconstitutional  spending  of  ASBYU 
funds  for  office  parties. 

THE  ALLEGATION  against  Marlowe 
stems  from  a Christmas  party  for  his 


office  which  was  initially  payed  for  with 
$225.94  of  ASBYU  funds. 

“I  don’t  like  being  a scapegoat  for  the 
council,”  Marlowe  commented  yesterday. 
“There  are  many  other  officers  in 
violation.  I’ve  payed  back  $175  from  my 
own  pocket  and  I’ll  show  the  check  to 
the  Supreme  Court  hearing.” 

MAC  HADDOW,  who  originally 
brought  charges  against  Marlowe,  will 
attend  the  session.  “All  the  money  which 
was  used  for  the  parties  hasn’t  been  paid 
back  and  I want  to  know  why,”  he  said. 

In  other  Council  action,  ASBYU 
President  Reed  Wilcox  presented  a 
suggestion  for  the  formation  of  a new 
student  office— the  Office  of  Student 


Development.  The  Vice-President  of  the 
office  would  be  in  charge  of  fund  raising 
projects  and  would  coordinate  the 
projects  with  University  Development. 


WILCOX  ALSO  informed  Council 
members  of  new  election  rules  which 
limit  the  use  of  campaign  posters  to  the 
Wilkinson  Center.  Candidates  may 
distribute  handbills  and  may  campaign  in 
the  dormitory  areas  in  accordance  with 
residence  hall  rules.  No  candidate  may 
campaign  in  the  ELWC  on  the  day  of  the 
election  unless  he  limits  his  soliciting  to 
the  Cafeteria.

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Discovered  near  Cairo  . 

Papyrus  controversy  develops 


The  discovery  of  a papyrus 
document  near  Cairo,  said  to  be 
about  4,000  years  old  and  written 
in  Aramaic,  the  language  of 
Christ,  has  drawn  some  careful 
skepticism  from  Dr.  Ellis  T. 
Rasmussen,  chairman  of  the 
Ancient  Scripture  Department. 

The  document  found  by 
archaeologists  appears  to  reveal  a 
plan  dating  from  2,000  years 
before  the  birth  of  Christ  for  an 
Assyrian  invasion  of  -Egypt  and 
details  of  how  the  Egyptians 
countered  the  plan,  said  Kamal 
Mallakh,  an  Egyptian  antiquarian. 

While  Kamal  Mallakh,  an 
authority  in. ancient  languages, 
called  the  document  a “major 
discovery,”  Rasmussen’s  initial 
reply  to  the  news  was  that  the 
dating  seems  extremely  early  for 
' Aramaic. 

“The  previous  concept  was  that 
Hebrew,  Aramaic,  and  the  other 
related  languages  had  hardly 
differentiated  until  some  time 
later,”  said  Rasmussen.  “Some  of 
the  common  finds  we  know  about 
date  from  1,500  B.C.  to  around 
400  B.C.,”  he  continued. 


“Of  course  it  is  possible,  and 
would  be  very  interesting  if  it 
proves  to  be  such  an  early 
sample,”  he  said. 

“The  interpretation  of  an 
Assyrian  invasion  is  also  kind  of  a 
surprise,”  said  Rasmussen.  He  said 
that  the  age  of  Assyrian 
dominance  didn’t  really  get  rolling 
until  around  900  B.C.  Assyria

Rasmussen  said  he  is  eager  to 
know  if  the  find  is  authentic,  if 
perhaps  the  dates  wejre 
erroneously  reported,  andTf 
indeed  the  papyrus  could  relate  to 
the  time  of  Isaiah  and  the 
conquest  of  the  10  tribes,  thus 
coinciding  with  the  later  events  of 
Old  Testament  history.

In  a unanimous  ruling  April  20,  it 
backed  busing  as  one  means  of  elimination  from  public  schools  “all 
vestiges  of  state-imposed  segregation.”  The  court  said  an  objection  may 
be  valid  when  the  time  or  distance  of  travel  is  so  great  as  to  risk  either 
the  health  of  the  children  or  significantly  impinge  on  the  educational 
process.

Communist  activity  that  could  be 
a springboard  to  a major  jet 
offensive. 


Americans  killed  and  31  wounded 
in  combat  last  week,  raising  the 
total  American  combat  deaths  in 
the  war  to  45,646.  A total  of  205^ 
South  Vietnamese  troops  were 
killed  in  action  last  week,  and 
Communist  battle  deaths  were 
listed  as  1 ,305. 


Military  spokesmen  said  the 
eight-engine  B52  Stratofortresses 
flew  six  bombing  raids  over  a 
suspected  Communist  base  area 
26  miles  south  of  Da  Nang,  the 
major  port  city  on  the  northern 
coast.  Smaller  but  faster  fighter 
bombers 'flew  84  more  raids,  all 
but  four  against  targets  in  the 
Central  Highlands  area  where  the 
surge  of  Communist  activity  has 
been  greatest.

U.S.  Chief  negotiator  William  J.  Porter  told  Viet  Cong  and  North 
Vietnamese  negotiators  that  th?  meeting  to  be  held  in  Versailles  was 
incompatible  with  the  peace  talks  in  Paris. 


The  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare  said  yesterday  it 
will  ask  Corigress  to  require  doctors  and  hospitals  to  make  fee  schedules 
available  to  the  public.  The  American  Medical  Association  (AMA) 
promptly  announced  its  opposition. 

A HEW  official  said  the  requirement  would  include  nursing  homes 
and  othefhealth  service  providers.  It  would  take  effect  after  President 
Nixon’s  wage  price  controls  end. 

HEW  would  recommend  the  regulations  to  Congress  as  part  of  the 
administration  proposed  National  Health  Insurance  Partnership  Act 
(NHIPA). 

Under  NHIPA  standards  health  service  providers  must  supply 
information  on  charges  for  commonly  provided  services,  hours  of 
operation,  and  the  extent  to  which  the  provider  is  licensed,  accredited 
or  certified. 


To  combat  a record  one-year  jump  in  welfare  costs,  the  government 
has  decided  to  advance  the  states  about  $1  billion  in  aid  funds  that 
could  return  thousands  of  persons  to  the  welfare  rolls  this  year. 

Currently  the  states  draw  about  $1  billion  a month  from  the  federal 
government  as  its  share  of  aid  to  the  aged,  blind,  disabled,  and 
dependent  children.  This  amounts  to  about  52  per  cent  of  the  total 
costs,  with  the  states  paying  the  rest. 

States  will  have  to  pay  it  back  by  drawing  less  in  subsequent  months, 
skipping  some  months  entirely,  or  paying  back  , the  full  amount 
sometime  in  the  future.

The  “Electric  Troubadour”  is 
the  name  of  KBYU-FM’s  new 
music  program  broadcast 
Mon.-Fri.  from  6 to  7:30  p.m. 
The  ninety-minute  program, 
hosted  by  Brian  Capener,  an 
English  major  from  Ithaca,  N.Y., 
is  designed  to  bring  together  a 
combination  of  musical  styles. 

“With  the  educational  purpose 
of  the  station  in  mind,  our  aim  is 
to  bring  to  the  foreground 
medie'val  and  Renaissance  periods 
of  music,”  said  Capener, 
explaining  that  most  educational 
systems  stress  classical  and 
romantic  periods  of  music. 

Another  area  of  music 
excitement  is  our,  own  20th 
century  with  its  electrical  sounds, 
said  Capener. 

“In  this  program  we  want  to 
combine  both  ancient  and  modern 
music  and  that’s  why  the  title, 
‘‘Electric  Troubadour”  was 
chosen,”  he  said.  It  suggests  the 
spirit  of  the  medieval  troubadours 
(whose  name  derived  from  the 
French  word  meaning  “to  find  or 
discover”)  brought  into  the 
electric  age  of  radio  and  the 
sounds  of  today. 

With  the  diversity  of  audience 
listeners  for  the  program,  it  is  not 
geared  to  just  a youth  or  adult 
market,  Capener  said,  adding  that 
with  the  program  presenting 
music  of  a serious  classical  nature 
along  side  of  popular  music, 
“those  who  usually  don’t  listen  to 
the  classical  music  might  end  up 
liking  it  with  the  ‘sugar  coating’  of 
the  popular  music  presented.” 

Capener  said  that  music  from 
the  Medieval  and  Renaissance  eras 
is  among  his  favorites.

Tape  recorders  at  concerts

Doormen  at  the  Don  Ellis  concert 
restricted  cameras  from  the  concert,  with 
the  exception  of  the  one  belonging  to  the 
Daily  Universe  photographer.  There  is 
nothing  really  remarkable  about  that. 
However,  the  fact  that  tape  recorders 
were  not  also  prohibited  is  amazing. 

Most  artists  prefer  that  their  concerts 
not  be  taped.  Besides  the  fact  that  this 
practice  is  illegal,  the  most  obvious 
criticism  concerns  the  appreciable 
monetary  loss.  When  a fan  tapes  a 
concert,  he  usually  does  not  purchase  the 
artist’s  recording,  and  thus  a potential 
source  of  income  is  lost. 

Too,  copyright  laws  are  violated  when 
the  audience  tapes  a performance.  The 
skilled  musician  can  easily  reconstruct  a 
musical  page,  do  his  own  arranging,  and 
there  he  has  it— a facsimile  of  the  real 
thing.  Not  only  has  he  heard  the  talent 
perform,  but  he  has  a valuable  tool— and 
all  for  the  price  of  an  admission  ticket. 

All  too  often  the  enterprising  listener 
will  decide  he  should  not  be  the  only  one 


to  capitalize  on  a good  thing.  He  decides 
to  share  a little  of  his  treasure.  He  allows 
his  friend  to  dub  his  tape.  Perhaps  he 
does  so  because  of  his  magnanimous 
nature’.  More  probable,  however,  is  the 
likelihood  that  he  will  let  his  friend 
compensate  him  a little  for  his  time  and 
expense,  in  which  case  the  crime  is 
magnified. 

That  tape  recorders  be  permitted  and 
cameras  banned  is  incongruent. 
Photographers,  especially  amateurs,  can 
be  obnoxiously  annoying  to  both 
performer  and  audience  as  they  run 
around,  clumsily  trying  to  shoot  potential 
Pulitzer  Prize  winning  shots.  Flash 
cameras  are  usually  inefficient  biit  often 
used,  and  the  unsuspecting  performer  can 
be  temporarily  blinded  just  as  he  looks  at 
his  music.  The  thought  is  not  pleasant. 

For  the  performer’s  sake,  the  cameras 
are  banned.  By  the  same  reasoning, 
amateur  tape  recording  should  not  be 
permitted.  Both  the  performer  and  the 
audience  should  be  considered  in 
evaluating  current  practices.  However, 
encouraging  violation  of  laws  but  lax 
restrictions  is  not  in  the  best  interest  of 
anybody.

IFF 


Editor, 

I was  considerably  disturbed  to  read  in  the 
Feb.  7 Daily  Universe  the  front  page  article  on 
the  Weekend  Movie  and  the  IFF.  The  general 
tone  was  vindictive  and  suggested  animosity 
between  the  IFF  and  the  ELWC  Business 
Office.  We  were,  of  course,  disappointed  that 
our  program  was  forced  to  leave  Varsity 
Theater,  but  the  decision  to  move  to  the  JSA 
was  made  in  calm,  deliberate  council  with  the 
Business  Office,  the  University  Committee  on 
Scheduling  and  representatives  in  the  College  of 
Humanities.  My  statement  that  the  Varsity 
Theater  would  not  show  academic  programs 
referred  to  the  directive  from  President  Oaks 
concerning  Monday  Family  Home  Evenings. 
Our  Monday  evening  program  was  cut  in  favor 
of  family  oriented  entertainment— and  I think 
rightly  so.  We  merely  wanted  to  provide  the 
opportunity  for  students  to  view  high  quality 
international  films  at  a time  when  they  could 
conveniently  attend.  Our  reduced  program  on 
Monday  afternoons  was  unsatisfactory  for  most 
students,  who  simply  could  not  take  a 2-3  hour 
block  in  the  middle  of  the  day  to  attend  a 
movie.  (With  this  in  mind,  I feel  it  speaks  well 
of  the  students'  taste  that  over  9,000  attended 
at  such  inconvenient  times  last  year.) 

We  would  have  preferred  to  stay  in  Varsity 
Theater,  perhaps  on  a Wednesday  evening,  but 
this  was  not  acceptable.  We  did  not  request  the 
transfer  to  JSA.  It  was  simply  the  only  other 
place  on  campus  to  which  we  could  turn.  The 
decision  to  put  us  there  on  Friday  and  Saturday 
evenings,  replacing  Weekend  Movie,  was  made 
by  the  University  Committee  on  Scheduling 
and  the  ELWC  Business  Office— not  the 
language  departments  or  the  IFF! 

We  certainly  do  not  need  all  the  seating 
capacity  in  the  JSA  and  would  have  preferred 
184  JKB,  but  most  of  our  films  are  available 
only  in  35mm,  and,  because  of  the  size  and 
physical  requirements  of  thesy  projectors,  the 
only-  projection  rooms  on  campusJarge  enough 
to  accommodate  them  are  in  the  Varsity 
Theater  and  the  JS  Auditorium. 

I was  also  disappointed  that  after  two  hours 
of  interviews  the  Universe  writers  said  nothing 
of  the  justification  and  objectives  of  our 
program  which  seems  to  be  "inflicting"  itself 
on  some  of  our  weekend  movie  goers.  We  feel 
simply  a very  real  need  at  BYU  where  "the 
world  is  our  campus"  for  top  quality 
international  art  and  cultural  movies. 

In  the  future  I hope  we  can  all  be  less  critical 
of  one  another  and  direct  our  educational 
objectives  to  include  the  arts  and  attitudes  of 
our  fellow  (international)  man,  in  whatever 
country  he  may  reside.

In  1840,  a leap  year,  she  put  her 
first  cards  on  sale  in  her  father’s 
shop.  Soon  she  was  making  so 
many  valentines  that  she  had  to 
have  people  helping  her.  In  her 
lifetime,  valentine  historians  say, 
she  designed  and  sold  thousands. 

But  all  of  the  drum-beating  on 
behalf  of  love  never  came  full 
circle  in  her  life.  Miss  Howland 
died  a spinster.

KEEPING  YOUR  APARTMENT  TOGETHER 

Got  an  annoying  problem  in  your  apartment?  Dripping  faucets, 
broken  furniture,  clogged  drains,  and  other  apartment  breakdowns  can, 
in  most  cases,  be  easily  repaired  by  you  without  waiting  a month  for 
the  landlord  to  send  someone  around  to  do  the  job.  It's  all  a matter  of 
knowing  how  and  what  to  do  and  then  taking  the  time  to  do  it. 

The  best  friend  of  the  do-it-yourself  fixer-upper  is  that  miracle 
bonding  agent  known  as  epoxy.  This  modern-day  wonder  glue  will 
bond  almost  anything  together  if  used  correctly.  It  can  be  found  in  a 
wide  variety  of  stores,  costs  about  a dollar,  and  comes  packaged  in  two 
tubes,  parts  A and  B.  When  the  two  parts  are  mixed  together,  a 
chemical  reaction  takes  place  that  causes  it  to  harden  or  cure. 


THERE  ARE  TWO  types  of  epoxy,  clear  and  opaque.  The  opaque 
contains  a filler  material  and  is  generally  the  better  choice  for  most 
bonding  jobs. 

When  using  epoxy,  the  most  important  thing  to  remember  is  to  keep 
the  surfaces  to  be  joined  clean  and  dry.  Mix  parts  A and  B together 
according  to  the  directions,  apply  to  the  broken  pieces,  and  hold  them 
tightly  together  with  rubber  bands,  string,  or  weight  them  down  with 
some  of  those  $15  textbooks  you  couldn't  sell  back  to  the  bookstore. 
Allow  24  hours  in  a warm  place  for  the  glue  to  cure. 


IF  A WOOD  or  metal  screw  strips  out  {won't  hold  anymore),  epoxy 
will  help  you  make  a good  repair.  In  the  case  of  wood  screws,  insert 
match  sticks  dipped  in  epoxy  into  the  hole  first,  then  turn  the  screw  in 
until  it  is  tight. 

Epoxy  is  a universal  bonding  agent  that  will  bond  very  dissimilar 
objects  together.  One  fellow  replaced  a broken  gear  tooth  by  forming  a 
new  one  from  epoxy.  It  will  repair  almost  anything  that  is  broken  or 
chipped  and  will  also  serve  as  a filler.  Many  of  the  metal  parts  on 
aircraft  are  now  glued  together  with  epoxy  rather  than  being  welded  as 
the  bond  is  equally  strong  and  cheaper  to  make.

The  bathtub  was  invented  in 
1850  and  the  telephone  in  1875. 
It  must  have  been  wonderful, 
sitting  there  for  25  years  without 
the  phone  ringing  once. 

That’s  only  one  of  many 
atrocities  of  this  phonidable 
device.  Who  hasn’t  suffered  at  the 
tone  of  a busy  signal,  the  long 
distance  bill,  or  that  gabby  wrong 
number? 

Tliese  thousand  insults  of  the 
phone  have  I borne  -all  of  which 
cause  me  to  suggest  that  it  is  an 
inconvenient  convenience,  the 
worst  disaster  since  the  Flood. 

1 FEEL  a great  sympathy  for 
the  Englishmen  who,  answering 
the  ring,  inquires  “Are  you 
there?’’  — clearly  indicating  his 
doubt  that  anyone  could  really  be 
there,  and  his  morbid  fear  that 
someone  might  be. 

It  has  often  been  noted  that  an 
inventor  would  be  comfortable 
for  the  remaining  days  of  his  hfe 
if  he  could  make  a gadget  that  will 
tell  us  who  is  calling  before  we 
answer  the  phone.  For,  without  a 
doubt,  there  is  none  who  does  not 
answer  the  instrument  when  it 
calls. 


I DISCOVERED  recently, 
toward  this  end,  that  a Uve 
customer  is  no  match  for  the 
linked-up  querist. 

“May  I help  you?”  beamed  the 
department  store  sales  lady. 

“Yes,  I’d  like  . . .” 

“Excuse  me,  the  phone’s 
ringing,”  said  the  clerk,  hustling 
away.  Finally,  she  cradled  the 
intruder  and  headed  in  my 
direction.  Before  she  had  taken 
two  steps  another  jingle  sent  her 
back  to  the  phone.  1 left. 

My  next  stop  was  the  library. 
At  the  reference  desk,  i cooled 
my  heels  while  the  librarian 
dispensed  volumes  of  information 
via  telephone.  Conceding  my 
victory  to  my  ringing  rival,  1 
retreated. 

THOSE  TIMES  bring  to  mind  a 
clipping  of  the  man  perched  on 
the  New  York  hotel  window 
ledge,  fourteen  stories  abovew 
ground  zero,  trying  to  solve  a 
personal  problem. 

Two  floors  beneath  him,  the 
firemen  were  attempting  to 
arrange  a large  net  without 
attracting  his  attention.  Above 
him,  the  pohce  were  debating  the 
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best  way  of  getting  at  him'.  'I'o  one 
side,  from  an  adjoining  window 
ledge,  the  priest  they  use  on  these 
occasions  was  reciting  the  stock 
exhortations. 

But  across  town,  a 
n i m b 1 e - wi  1 1 e d reporter, 
understanding  the  American  soul, 
simply  put  in  a call  to  the  hotel 
room.  The  phone  rang;  the  wretch 
at  once  obeyed  the  conditioned 
reflex,  quitting  his  ledge  to  answer 
it. 

Thus,  too,  when  the  Mono 
Castle  was  burning  a few  years 
back,  a Chicago  paper  scooped  the 
country  simply  by  putting  in  a 
call  to  the  ship.  In  the  midst  of 
holocaust,  someone  answered. 

PEOPLE  have  tried  to  cope 
with  this  phony  monster  in  a 
variety  of’  ways.  I have  heard  of 
brave  souls  who  solve  the  problem 
of  the  loquacious  caller  by 
hanging  up  when  they  themselves 
speaking,  on  the  theory  that  no 
one  could  believe  such  a willful 
act  of  self-abnegation  to  have 
taken  place.  (Historically 
speaking,  the  bravest  gesture  of 
this  kind  is  recorded  by  Quentin 
Reynolds,  who  claims  to  have 
been  in  President  Roosevelt’s 
office  one  day  when  someone 
hung  up  on  F.D.R.  The  President 
was  engaged  in  delivering  a lecture 
on  Far  Eastern  policy  to  Secretary 
Stimson,  who  rightfully  felt  that 
he  had  invented  most  of  it  and 
was,  in  addition,  the  only  man  in 
the  Administration  with  a 
sufficient  combination  of 
character  and  pure  gall.) 

THERE  is  something  essentially 
nightmarish  about  the  telephone, 
as  the  late  James  Thurber 
understood  so  well  in  his  stories 
and  cartoons.  It  was  he  who 
invented  that  one  magnificent  and 
unanswerable  line;  “If  this  is  the 
wrong  number,  why  did  you 
answer  the  phone?” 
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The  telephone  also  comes 
equipped  with  its  own  sort  of 
protocol.  An  incident  which  had 
its  origins  on  the  BYU  campus 
stemmed  from  two  friends  who 
wanted  to  lunch  together,  but 
whose  jealous  secretaries,  insisting 
on  their  own  prerogatives  and 
defensive  of  their  assumed 
differences  in  rank  and  the 
presumed  importance  of  their 
bosses,  kept  the  two  men  apart 
for  more  than  a week.  In  the  end, 
Bill  quit  trying  to  reach  Joe  on 
the  phone.  He  simply  walked 
across  the  street,  into  the  elevator, 
got  off  at  Joe’s  floor,  barged  into 
Joe’s  office,  and  said  “Joe,  how’s 
about  lunch?”  Whereupon  they 
went  off  to  the  Skyroom. 

THE  STORY  is  told  of  H.A. 
Zvolovsky,  the  last  man  in  the 
Washington  D.C.  directory. 
According  to  him,  Capital 
reporters  have  a way  of 
telephoning  the  terminus,  just  for 
the  heck  of  it,  to  ask  him  what  his 
opinion  is  on  atomic  testing  or 
China  or  whatever;  and  I 
understand  there  are  other  jokers 
who  also  bedevil  him  with  calls  at 
any  time  of  night  simply  to  say, 
“So  you're  the  last  man  in 
Washington’s  book.” 


The  only  way  to  avoid  such 
annoyances  as  that,  one  can  only 
resort  to  the  unlisted  number.  For 
some  reason,  I’ve  always  thought 
it  odd  that  Bell  Tel  charges  you 
more  for  an  unlisted 
number-which  to  me  is  the  same 
thing  as  a Chicago  gangster 
offering  you  protection. 

THERE  ARE  other  phone 
indignities  I would  like  explained. 
Who,  for  example,  called  the 
multiple  sclerosis  people  during 
one  of  their  “telethons”  and 
offered  them  $2,000  in  my  name? 
Who  gave  the  neighborhood 
merchants  my  number  the  very 
day  a new  phone  was  installed  so 
they  could  spend  that  first 
evening  competing  for  my 
dry-cleaning  dollar?

held.  The  women’s  team  will 
compete  with  the  men’s  team  as 
the  B team. 

The  all-amateur  women’s  BYU 
team  consists  of  members  Lois 
Johnson,  Lorraine  Fisher,  Rita 
Sumpsion,  Sue  Handorf  and 
Kathy  Sanders. 

Members  of  the  Men’s  Varsity 
Bowling  Team  include  Don

“We  feel  we  have  the  hottest 
bowler  in  the  conference,  Jim 
Miller,  who  is  averaging  205.

Notching  last  week’s  thrilling 
overtime  victory  over  UTEP,  BYU 
tied  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference  record  for  consecutive 
loop  victories  in  one  year.  The 
Blue  has  now  won  seven  straight 
conference  games,  tying,  the 
record  set  by  Wyoming  during  the 
1967  season. 

WILL  THE  CATS  be  able  to  set 
a new  record  on  this  road  trip 
against  ASU  and  Arizona?  Their 
foes  will  certainly  do  their  best  to 
prevent  it,  but  statistically,  BYU’s 
chances  are  much  better  now  than 
they  were  a year  or  two  ago. 


For  the  fifth  straight  season, 
conference  teams  are  winning 
more  games  on  the  road  than  on 
the  previous  year.  In  1968,  road 
wins  were  practically  miracles  for 
WAC  members.  Only  four  road 
wins  were  notched  by  conference 
members  that  year.  Road  win 
stats  have  improved  each  year 
since  then,  and  here’s  the 
rundown  of  how  teams  have 
increasingly  improved  their  road 
records  over  the  past  five  years;
